Digest of the New Law 
The Clayton law is an act intended to 
supplement existing laws against unlawful 


restraints and monopolies, and for other 


purposes. After defining certain terms used 
the Act, the law mentions certain things 
vhich are declared to be unlawful. It for 
bids persons engaged in commerce fro! 
directly or indirectly discriminating in pric.

Section 3 of the Clayton law expressly 
provides that it shall be unlawful for any 
person engaged in commerce to lease, or 
make a sale, or contract for sale, of goods 
whether patented or otherwise, or to fix a 
price charged therefor, or a discount from 
such price, on condition that the lessee or 
purchaser shall not use or deal in the goods 
of a competitor of the seller, where the 
effect of such lease, sale, or contract for 
sale, may be to substantially lessen compe- 
tition or tend to create a monopaly in any 
line of commerce. 

This section whose substance we have 
just given, is explicit, the only condition 
being that a contract for exclusive sale shall 
not tend to substantially lessen competition 
or create a monopoly. It is not understood 
that this section of the bill intends to re- 
strict manufacturers from making exclusive 
contracts with dealers in various cities for 
the resale of goods. Manufacturers may 
still appoint their accredited agents in vari- 
ous cities throughout the country if they 
believe by that method they can secure the 
best distribution of their goods and best 
promote the sale of what they manufacture. 


The section, however, probably does refer 
to those contracts of sale where the purchaser 
of the goods for his own use agrees for a 
certain term of years to buy no other goods 
except those of the manufacturer with whom 
he contracts. 

Let us take a hypothetical case. A, for 
instance, is a manufacturer of snow shovels. 
His patents are extensive and important, 
and he has in the course of years built up a 
large and prosperous business, capitalized 
at several million dollars. He sells snow 
shovels in all parts of the world where such 
articles can be used. B is a small manufac- 
turer of snow shovels. He has a capital of 
fifty thousand dollars, but he is manufac- 
turing a good article and is doing his best 
to secure some of the business against his 
giant competitor. A, thinking to tie the 
business more closely to the original make 
of snow shovels, sends out his salesmen 
with instructions to make contracts with all 
of the large purchasers of snow shovels, to 
the effect that if each purchaser of a cer- 
tain number of snow shovels will agree to 
buy only the A brand for the succeeding 
five years, the A company will agree to fur- 
nish him all he requires at a certain price 
much below the regular price of snow 
shovels. B, the small manufacturer, hears 
of this action and realizes that he cannot 
afford to meet the price made by his pow- 
erful competitor. A’s snow shovels are 
good articles. By the method above out- 
lined he succeeds in largely extending his 
business, gradually absorbing the market 
intil B, the small manufacturer, who can- 
not meet the competition and prices estab- 
lished by A, is wiped out. B, feeling that 
such contracts are unjust, and finding that 
nder Section 3 of the Clayton bill they are 
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unlawful, seeks a method of applying a 
remedy. He finds that an appeal through 
the Attorney-General to the Federal Trade 
Commission will bring about an investiga- 
tion of the acts of A. The Attorney-Gen 
eral is appealed to, obtains the particulars 
of the case, and presents it to the Federal 
Trade Commission, which orders A and B 
to appear before it with their books, papers, 
contracts, etc., in order that the matter 
may be gone into and a thorough investi 
gation made.

It may be suggested here that possibly 
proceedings in contempt of court are not 
necessarily serious, and very possibly they 
are not, but they are embarrassing and an- 
noying, and courts even have power on oc- 
cation to send disobedient persons to jail 
or make them pay a fine.

If a government is to advertise distinctive 
national products, as we are told the Cey- 
lon administration did to create a demand 
for the tea of that island, there is certainly 
no class of articles more deserving of like 
treatment from our Federal officers than 
office appliances. In the origination and 
manufacture of them, the United States is 
pre-eminent. 

There should be no American manufac- 
turer of these articles content with the 
American domestic demand. There should 
be on the part of all of them conspicuous 
interest in the possibilities of export trade. 

Now, to revert to Mr. Lewis’ instance of 
Ceylon tea, you will readily see that the 
task was not difficult because all the world 
is acquainted with the use of tea—its neces- 
sity or desirability. Certainly the Ameri- 
can market was and it is to this market 
that Mr. Lewis referred. The problem was 
simply to show the especial desirability 
of Ceylon tea. 

The export problem in office appliances 
is radically different. With the most of 
American office appliances there is no ques- 
tion of foreign competition. To be sure, 
the Germans make typewriters of a sort 
and calculating machines (devised more 
for complicated mathematical work than for 
ordinary office requirements); the Oriental 
has his abacus, and a most useful tool it 
is to him, and our British cousins have 
begun manufacturing appliances inspired by 
or imitative of American styles. But such 
are only the exceptions that prove the rule. 


Education. 

With office appliances, the primary need 
is education. Great progress has already 
been made, but three fourths of the world 
must yet be shown, for instance, that it is 
better to buy an adding machine than to be 
one. 

The inspirer of this article says “Adver- 
tise.” There is this qualification, in my 
opinion, that the best medium of advertis- 
ing American office appliances abroad in 
many districts is not through the printed 
page of periodicals. Periodical advertising 
is important, of course, in the more ad- 
vanced regions of Europe, for instance. In 
the United States we have become so sub- 
consciously or unconsciously convinced of

The cosmopolitan character of travel 
about these far Eastern seas is shown by 
the recent experience of a friend in going 
direct from Hong Kong to Shanghai. 

With seventeen at the steamer’s table, 
twelve different languages were spoken; 
but for any general conversation, English 
always resorted to. 

Canton, the Populous. 

A trip of a night on a comfortable Eng- 
lish boat brought me over the West and 
then the Pearl River to Canton, the seat of 
many Chinese revolutions, through its near- 
ly 4,000 years of history. I was surprised 
to see, on the way, the care with which the 
steamer people guarded against piracy, 
which is still prevalent. On a large boat, 
he piracy most feared is by an uprising 
among the third class passengers, who are 
carefully guarded by Sikhs, or stalwart 
East India men. It is not a safe piece of 
water for small pleasure boats, and even 
those of good size are sometimes attacked. 

Canton is extremely interesting, but has 
a very trying climate for visitors. The 
humidity (95 per cent when I was there) 
added to a high temperature, has a way of 
sapping one’s energy that is hard to with- 
tand, and I was weary at nine in the morn-

Merchants 
War Ends 
H. Oswald 





HE actual situation of Uruguay in all 

commercial affairs is in a pitiable 

state; there is no money, there are no 
purchasers, people do not pay their ac- 
counts, and today the good merchant is 
afraid to do business unless it is cash, so 
bad are things. The government has ma 
chines from us delivered in January last, 
and we have not seen a dollar of their 
money. It’s safe—yes, that is so, but busi- 
ness men cannot do business at list price 
on these terms. Today Uruguay wants to 
know nothing of new purchases till such 
time as money comes to the country. 


The torrential rains we have been experi- 
encing for months ruined the camp roads, 
and no transport is possible. We have a 
decent railway system all over the country, 
but that does not serve everywhere, and the 
farmers cannot get to the stations on ac- 
count of the rains. 


The European War has a terrible effect 
on our poor little Uruguay; there are thou- 
sands of men and women all over the coun- 
try without work, partaking of food and 
shelter of the municipal authorities. Will- 
ing to work for a mere trifle but there is 





none, 


Now, about office appliances. Stationery 
is invariably brought out from Germany; 
the greater part of it. For a very good rea- 
son the United States does not attempt to 
get into the market, and furthermore as in 
all other cases the United States factories 
demand cash New York f. o. b., and the 
Uruguayan merchants will have none of it. 
Many Briiish houses do put up with this 
sort of business, but the natives will not. 
The only ease-up to this is when sorte 
commission houses of the states send down 
their men with certain office appliance 
goods and take orders at 90 days sight, 
loading up the price of the goods, and never 
receive repeat orders unless their salesmen 
come down periodically. Whereas manu- 
facturing houses in England and Germany 
supply direct at the price of the factory, 
avoiding commission house profits, and giv- 
ing 90 days sight Uruguay. 


Cash registers are numerous here in Uru- 
guay, and the National predominate by a 
long way, but others, such as the “Amer- 
ican,” have sold a few. 

Typewriters of every make conceivable 
have been sold:in Uruguay, the Remington 
and Underwood predominating. The Un- 
derwood has been selling for over fifteen 
years and has a strong hold. The new 
Remington Visible appeared five years ago 
on this market and the two machines are 
now about even.

Office Furniture and Loose Leaf. 

American roll-top desks have been in 
great demand as also American flat desks, 
but quite recently our custom house has in- 
creased the tariff to such an extent that 
such goods are today a luxury. Letter file 
archives are a novelty to the Uruguayan 
offices, and little used. All the American 
and British firms use them, but as there are 
not so very many of these there is prac- 
tically little business in this line. ‘There 
are but three firms representing letter file 
archives, and only two representing steel 
office furniture and archives. Steel files 
work out very costly to the importer in 
Uruguay, as the custom house levy a heavy 
duty on same, treating the goods by weight 
—gross weight at that. 

Art metal is well represented, and there 
are more sales of steel safes and steel cur- 
tain cases of art metal than any other. 
They sell fairly well to the Uruguayan pub- 
lic, and the stuff is good. Card index and 
sectional archives are little known; the 
Monteviedo market does not appreciate 
them, and only English speaking firms use 
them. Steel is out of the question in card 
indexes. 

The Burroughs adding machines are in 
all the large offices and banks. Even their 
very best and largest models are to be 
found working in the government account- 
ant department. There is no other make 
of adding machine seen in the market, and 
to tell you the truth there is a dearth of 
sales in this article today. The Remington 
adding and subtracting machine is widely 
known and used here—in banks, large drap- 
ery stores, public accountants’ offices, cus- 
tom house, electric light plant company, etc. 

Loose-leaf books are not known; not five 
houses in Montevideo use them, and there 
is no firm representing any manufacturer 


of this article. The two or three firms that 


Coates, Casa Remington, Montevideo, Uruguay. 


do use them in their accountants’ depart- 
ment get them out from the states on their 
own account. There is one detriment to 
the use of the loose-leaf book in Uruguay 
and that is that it cannot be used by any 
firm, according to the law of the country, 
for the cash book, because this book must 
be a bound book, and before it is put in use 
in any firm it has to be registered in the 
courts and signed by the presiding judge 
on every page and certified to that effect 
on the front page, so that in the case of 
any defalcations on the part of a firm or 
difficulties with their creditors the false in- 
sertion or removal of any leaf is thought to 
be prevented. The ledger? Yes, a firm can 
use the loose-leaf, but there is no one rep- 


resenting a loose-leaf manufacturer and 
therefore no one canvassing Uruguay on 
this score. It would be a difficult thing to 
implant the idea at first, and I do not think 
there is anyone here who would take the 
trouble. You see it would mean laying in 
a good stock of such like books; paying for 
your goods in New York, and never know- 
ing what is going to be the result. Manu- 
facturers in the United States will not pro- 
pose to a good firm out here to send them 
a good assortment of their loose-leaf books 
on consignment, with a good profit, and so 
set a firm off ferreting for business they 
had never thought about, which might re- 
sult in big sales, or might not. 

When the war is over and the everyday 
financial and economic condition of this 
country becomes better, the firms that have 
withstood the terrible crisis now prevailing 
in Uruguay will boom, and that will be the 
moment for the North American manufac- 
turers to offer their goods and good terms, 
and they will catch the tide. But if they 
continue to insist on cash f. o. b. New York 
they will do nothing. 

Advertising to the supposition on the part 
of many Americans that the European trad 
of South America is practically cut off, Mr. 
Coates says that France and England are 
still serving South America as much as is 
needed. “There has been,” he says, “a good 
deal of talk in the United States in the 
papers and elsewhere with regard to this 
being the opportunity for the United States 
to capture the markets of South America 
All these advocates and enthusiasts seem 
to overlook the fact that if South Ameri 
} 


cans cannot sell their products cannot 


borrow in Europe as heretofore, there is 
little or no chance of their being able to 
buy even if North Americans are prepared 
to sell. Other than this, you will have to 
realize that the commercial readjustments 


which must necessarily result from the pres- 
ent disastrous war in Europe will be tre 


mendous and prolonged.”

At least the 
old legend of yellow fever, typhoid and 
other diseases awaiting those who settle in 
Brazil, seems to have been disposed of. 

The progress realized during the last ten 
years, not only with respect to interna- 
tional trade, but also as to public works 
and economy in general, is in fact aston- 
ishing. 

According to statistics of the “Foreign” 
the value of exports and imports showed 
at the end of 1912 an increase of nearly 100 
per cent, as compared with that of 1904. 
Unfortunately, this prosperity, for pros- 
perity it was, could not be kept up for a 
long time. The effects of a treasury in dis- 
tress were soon to be felt: heavy expendi- 
tures during the past three years for pub- 
lic works of immediate usefulness; the 
creation in the most liberal way of public 
employment to favor divers politicians and, 
at the same time, the depreciation of the 
coffee and the rubber, the two principal ex- 
port articles of Brazil, and finally the con- 
traction of capital as a consequence of the

Sao Paulo is no longer dependent entirely 
upon this sole product, but has commenced 
to supply its own requirements for most 
articles of prime necessity, such as flour, 
rice, beans, etc. 

[There is no country in the world whose 
soil is so rich as that of Brazil. Enormous 
quantities of iron ore, and also precious 
stones, are to be found in the mountains 
of Minas Geraes. In the boundless fields 
of Rio Grande Do Sul sufficient cattle could 
be raised to supply nearly all Europe with 
meat. Finally Sta. Catharina possesses coal 
mines that are in no way inferior to the 
finest Cardiff coals. All this wealth the 
Brazilian is very proud of and he often 
boasts of it—but there it stands. Although 
capable of great ideas and in many ways 
comparable to the Yankee, he is lacking in 
initiative to start an exploration of all these 
resources, preferring such work as gives 
the least trouble and most immediate re- 
turns. For this reason he does not seem 
to be suited to the work of introducing new 
devices, for instance, in the office appli 
neces line, as he lacks persistency 

The crisis through which we are now 
passing is, no doubt, of a very serious na 
ture, and perhaps more so, because the 
country’s charges are at present heavier 
than they were at the time of previous 
crises However, we must not forgot that 
the country’s resources are immense, and, 
thanks to the extended net of railways 
which have been constructed, its economi 
cal development is sure to proceed by leaps 
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Opportunity Now Ripe for Americans. 
Good times are therefore bound to come 
for Brazil. American exporters should

should try to get a _ strong foothold 

jrazil. To this end the exporters 
should send out capable travelers knowing 
Portuguese well, to get in close touch with 
the importers, study people’s particular 
astes and requirements and bring their 
products into harmony with what is in de- 
mand in the Brazilian markets. 

By limiting themselves to the intermedi- 
ation of, for instance, New York export 
agents, who frequently stand beside the 
manufacturer and impose their own ideas 
upon him, no lasting results will be ob- 
tained and, by and by, he will see his trade 
slipping out of his hands to pass over to a 
more far-sighted and accommodating com- 
petitor. In the writer’s opinion the fact 
that the Germans have been so successful 
in their trade with South America is due 
in a large part to their commissioners in 
Hamburg, Bremen, Leipzig, etc., who have 
constantly been sending out energetic trav- 
elers to inquire about the peculiarities of 
each market, and have thus obtained valu- 
able reports which have served as a guide 
for their manufacturers. They have also 
facilitated business by granting long credits. 

South American Shipments. 

With regard to transportation of goods 
destined to South America, up to the pres- 
ent, Americans have been obliged to con- 
de their goods to steamers of competing 
countries. I can hardly believe that this 
state of things will continue much longer 
ind that Americans will stand in this re- 
spect behind small countries like Sweden 
ind Norway, who each have now a regular 
line of steamers direct to the ports of South 
America. The fact that American steam- 
ers now are sure of full return freight from 
South America should tend to stimulate the 
growth of shipping. 

The establishment in Rio of a branch of 

me American bank would also, to a great 
extent, contribute to the furthering of 
transactions between both countries. There 
are here three big English and as many 
German banks, also one French-Italian 

nk This question is of capital im- 
ortance. 

Agencies and Credit. 

In establishing agencies in Brazil, Amer- 

ins must not overlook the fact that it will 
take some twenty days by steamer from 
ne end of the country to the other, for 
which reason one general agent will hardly 
be able to control, in a satisfactory way, so 
extended a territory. In most cases his 
traveler will only be granted meager trav- 
eling expenses, and with little money only 
incompetent men can be had. The best

way of getting the trade in Brazil is, no 
doubt, by establishing branch offices in the 
principal centers, and granting credits for 
terms as long as possible. 

This question of credit-giving is a vital 
factor in Brazil. There are many good 
firms in Rio, Sao Paulo and Santos worthy 
of trust, who have always been allowed by 
German exporters ninety and even 120 
days, acceptance against bill of lading, and 
who would feel offended when asked to 
pay cash against documents in Rio, for in 
stance, or even in New York. In this latter 
case they would have no redress, if goods 
should not be exactly as ordered, and it is a 
well known fact that mistakes are very 
common in shipments from America. 

In Brazil it is the custom to extend 
long terms of credit. A private person buy- 
ing furniture for his home pays in month 
ly instalments, and so does the manufac 
turer installing machines in his factory 
Typewriters are mostly sold on the instal 
ment system, especially to individuals 
Lawyers, deputies, generals will all ask for 
this mode of payment. It goes without say 
ing that care must be taken in the choice 
of the buyer. It might happen that once 
the machine is delivered, on coming back 
some ensuing day, neither man nor ma 
chine are to be found again 

The Brazilians are up-to-date, wide 
awake people, always much interested in 
new office devices; they buy easily and in 
most cases without bargaining 

Office Equipment Lines. 

Large numbers of typewriters were sold 
in the years 1911 and 1912, and in the be 
ginning of 1913, a proof that under favor 
able conditions Brazil is a very good mar- 
ket for office appliances. American calcu- 
lating machines, such as the Burroughs and 
Comptometer are being sold here to com 
panies and big firms. Among German ma- 
chines the Brunsviga and the Triumphator 
are most in use. In duplicators there is still 
much to be done here, on account of the 
high cost of printing, but this class of appa 
ratus must be in perfect working order and 
must be explained properly. Addressing ma 
chines are hardly known here. In American 
office furniture, importation is limited, be 
cause of the high duty imposed on such 
goods. Roll top desks and tables with cases 
pay about seventy American dollars, sim 
ple ones, without cases, about $45. Metal 
desks and filing cabinets, although paying 
about thirty-five cents a kilo, have beer 
selling pretty well of late, to insurance com- 


panies and big firms. The National Cash 
Register, handled by the same up-to-date 


firm as the Remington, is to be found in 


the smallest shop, even in barbers’ shops 
some people seem to install it just for orna 


ment’s sake. In no country of Europe is its 


use so general as in Brazil. 
Typewriter ribbons and carbon paper are 
mostly imported from America, but a good 


deal also from England, which also sup 


plies all duplicating inks. Writing paper has 
been mostly supplied by Germany up to the 
present. This trade and any articles in the 


line, such as letter files, inks, inkstands, 
blotting paper, etc., could now easily come 
from America and manufacturers in the 
States will do well to get in touch with such 
stationers as are purveyors to State depart- 
ments, for such firms import great quanti- 
ties in these lines. There are in Rio several 
big German depots supplying paper to the 
small trade on very liberal terms of pay- 


ment. 


Custom House. 
In transactions with the “Alfandega” 


(custom house) the following suggestions 


may be of use to the American exporters: 


Never leave goods, principally food prod- 
ucts and liquids, too long a time in the cus- 
tom house. When left more than a month 
storage is charged at double rate for the 


second month, and 


three times more for the 
third month. This applies to nearly al 
goods. Claims with regard to losses and 
breakages are attended to by the custom 
house only within fifteen days after unload- 
ing of steamer. After this period the steam- 
ship company is no longer responsible, and 
even when fifty per cent of the goods are 
stolen or broken, the duty must be paid 
according to statements in the document 
Under no circumstances is the custom 
house responsibl Therefore it is advis 
able for the exporter who ships goods to 
ports in Brazil, to have there a reliable 
commissioner to take care of his interests 


in case some difference should arise with 


the consignee. If a shipment is not taken 
up by the consignee, said commissioner 
should be ordered to withdraw the goods as 


soon as possible, and have them stored after 
payment of the duty 


Great care should be exercised to make 


sure that no mistakes or omissions be made 
in the statements in B/L or consular in- 
voice, as to number of packages, quality of 
contents, etc. Shipper must bear in mind 


that his goods will be submitted to the 


strictest inspection from the customs of- 
ncers, the “Ci nferentes,” as they ire called

Peculiar difficulty is encountered in type- 
writer progress in the East. The babu rules 
the roost to an extent which would be in- 
credible in England or America. One can 
hardly get one’s machine introduced to the 
notice of a business man without the rec- 
ognized method of “baksheesh” giving, 
and cannot get the simplest transaction 
through without the same process. If one 
desires an interview with the head of a 
concern or with a responsible official, the 
chief babu will coolly say that the chief 
cannot see you, but on resort being had to 
the approved method, he will usher one into 
the presence of the sahib; or in taking his 
own tip, will hand one over to another 
babu with the same expectations. 

Mr. Sammis expressed the view that the 
native might be to an extent what he is be- 
cause of the manner in which he is treated 
by his superiors. Where he is treated as a 
reasonable being he is not insensible to 
appreciation or ungrateful for considera- 
tion. In time, he believed, these curious 
business traits of the oriental might be 
changed, for the present the babu has to be 
reckoned with before one can make any 
headway before calling on business or of- 
ficial people in India. 

Mr. Godrez’s Comments. 

Padam Godrez has kindly given us notes 
on the foregoing article. His first note ex 
plains the meaning of the term “babu.” 
The babu is a Bengali, or inhabitant of Ben- 
gal. Throughout the article the word babu 
is not strictly used in this sense, but in the 
sense of a clerk. India is divided into a 
number of divisions on ethnological princi- 
ples. These divisions have been mentioned 
in the introductory portion of this article. 
Mr. Godrez tells us that the babu is clever 
and intelligent, but very shrewd and sharp, 
Indian uprisings against British rule may 
be traced to babus and Bengalese, the latter 
being the most turbulent race in politics, 
while the most sober and dignified class is 
the Bombayite. , 

Information about the three big Indian 
cities has been given previously. 

King George the Fifth was the first Eng 
lish monarch to visit India after being 
crowned king in England. The Durbar was 
held in January, 1912, and there it was an- 
nounced that the ancient city of Delhi, for 
centuries the capital of India, would be re 
stored again as the capital city in place of 
Calcutta 

More than one hundred languages are 
spoken in India, and many attempts have 
been made, and with some success, by the 
Remington, Underwood and Blickensderfer 
typewriter companies, to manufacture type- 
writers, using the Indian vernacular lan- 
guages, but it is difficult for native ver- 
nacular machines to make a large success 
because pen labor is so cheap. There are in 
use Mahratti, Gujrati and Urdu typewriters, 
but the total number at present in use is 
probably not more than a few hundred. In- 


dia is a poorer country than the poorest 
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countries of Europe, so that not many peo- 
ple can afford to pay $100 for a typewriter, 
plus ocean freight and customs duty. There 
is therefore a good field for dealers in re- 
built machines. 

Competent shorthand writing typists are 
difficult to secure. Most of such people are 
half educated youngsters who have left the 
schools after learning four or five English 
readers. They commit dozens of mistakes 
in one letter, and these mistakes are some- 
times annoying and sometimes amusing. 
Many solicitors and attorneys write their 
papers with their own hands by pen, in 
copying ink, instead of dictating them to 
shorthand typists. 

The Remington Typewriter Company 
throughout India, and the Oliver Type- 
writer Company in the Bombay Presidency, 
are very successful. Other typewriter com- 
panies are represented and have made fair 
headway. There are no branches of original 
American manufacturing typewriter com- 
panies in India, except those maintained by 
the Remington company, all other com- 
panies being represented by buying agents. 
These agents push the various typewriters 
they represent and run sidelines of bicycles, 
watches, phonographs, etc. 

Dealers who make a general business of 
handling typewriters are those who handle 
rebuilt machines. It is unusual for dealers 
to sell more than one make of new ma- 
chines. The rebuilt business is making a 
slow but steady progress. In India the sell- 
ers of new machines do not favor the sale 
of rebuilt typewriters, which look as bright 
and new as new machines. The Remington 
company has now commenced to sell Rem- 
ington rebuilts but, of course, they prefer 
to sell a new Remington. 

With regard to typewriter supplies and 
the sale of goods to Indian concerns, Mr. 
Godrez says that in any office where there 
are a half dozen typewriters in use, the 
head typist would claim to his master that 
he imports the goods from Europe and 
America and ought to be given the prefer- 
ence. As a matter of fact he purchases car- 
bons and ribbons from real importers and 
sells the same again to his masters. Some 
persons maintain themselves as clerks or 


whole day typists in banks, and import 


every month ribbons and carbons from 
England or Germany worth about a few 
pounds, keeping a small margin of profit; 
small because they do not have to maintain 
the expense of an establishment. They sell 
these goods to head typists, who tell their 
masters that they import direct and supply 
many firms. 

Our Indian friend takes issue with that 
portion of the article in Pitman’s Journal 
which refers to the Parsee stationers. He 
tells us that no Parsee supplies the railways 
or government. India is a country where 
there are so many races and communities 
that a foreigner is at a loss to distinguish 
one race from the other. In the Bombay 
Presidency the business of stationery and 
typewriter carbons and ribbons is chiefly 
in the hands of Boris. The Boris are a 





sect of Mohammedans of the Shiah com- 
munity.

Parsees are, really 
speaking, foreigners, but practically speak- 
ing they are now Indians because they have 
come and settled in India since the seventh 
century. A Parsee differs from an Indian 
just as an Englishman differs from a Turk, 
both in points of race and relig Since 
the conquest of Persia by the Arabs in the 
seventh century, the Parsees began to leave 
Persia, owing to the fanatic Mohammedan 
persecution. The Parsees are descendants 
of the great Persian Zoroastrian kings, viz 
Cyrus, Darius, Xerxes, etc. In

HE following letter from Mr. Beyer 

is of unusual interest to all readers of 

this magazine. His experience em- 
braces a wide range. He spent some years 
in the United States in his young manhood 
and here received his first insight into the 
business. A short history of Mr. Beyer’s 
business was published in this magazine for 
July, 1913. The story he tells in his own 
words is more interesting than any com- 
ment we might add. 

In compliance with your request of the 
2d of July, I will try to write an article upon 
the “use and development of office appli- 
ances and time and labor saving devices” 
in this country. I well remember how 
greatly struck I was with all that I saw in 
this line when I visited your country as a 
young man in the years 1880 to 1882. In 
our old country then an ordinary copying 
press and a tissue paper copying book were 
by no means to be found in every office and 
indeed, in many of our public offices the 
old way of writing a copy by pen and ink is 
still practiced. You may therefore well 
imagine how amazed I was when I saw in 
1880 my “boss,” Mr. Cameron, of the firm 
of Cameron, Amberg & Co., with whom I 
had employment in Chicago, sitting in an 
easy chair in his luxurious office dictating 
his correspondence to a shorthand writing 
girl, who afterward typed it out nicely on a 
typewriter, at the same time making inter 
leaved copies. You may also understand 
how I was taken with the several practical 
letter filing systems already then almost 
universally in use in American offices, and 
how I wondered at the vast business done 
by said firm in the “Amberg letter file” only, 
of which it made a specialty. Of course I 
readily understood that with the rush in 
business generally which already was a 
prominent feature of your great town, with 
its many trains coming and going daily in 
all directions, the American maxim “time is 
money,” was the origin of all the office ap 
pliance inventions which I saw, and many 
of which in practice appeared to me to be 
so simple that I wondered why nobody had 
invented similar methods at home. But

portunities for development have been more 
ample there than here. Perhaps, just be- 
cause of its geographical position, the fact 
that it is the capital-and leading town of 
Norway, German manufacturers in the sta- 
tionery line on the whole have been and 
are predominant in our country. Of course, 
cheapness of prices accounts greatly for 
this, too. At all events, at the present time 
most of the modern office appliance systems 
and time-saving devices are known in all 
the large towns of this country, though not 
yet so readily adopted and easily introduced 
into large business houses as in towns of 
similar size in the United States. There is 
no doubt, however, that as facilities for 
trade, inland and abroad, develop favorably 
in this country as in others, when new 
steamer lines are established and new rail- 
ways are built, the business rush resulting 
therefrom will bring about a greater de- 
mand for modern office equipment in Nor- 
way than has hitherto been experienced. 
There is in our country undoubtedly a 
market for American manufacturers in this 
line, but only, of course, a comparatively 
small market, as the population is small. 
But above all, whatever market there may 
be here, it will be dependent on the prices 
of the goods offered, as it is well known 
to all American manufacturers in the sta- 
tionery and office appliance and office furni- 
ture lines, that the Germans are very quick 
in imitating and copying any new system 
device in this and other businesses in- 
vented in your country. As is also known to 
su, the Germans work hard and at low 
ges. They have most raw materials 
needed for this sort of manufacture in their 
own country, and as their position is near- 
er to us than yours and the freight there- 
fore from Germany to Norway lower than 
from your country, they will be hard com- 
petitors to beat.

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N nearly every current publication one 

reads accounts of new methods being 

installed to make for greater efficiency 
in all lines of business. The whole country 
seems to be permeated with the idea of 
scientific management, and the building up 
of an efficient organization is the main 
problem in every business. 

Scientific management is a very im- 
portant factor in the development and 
maintenance of an efficient office force, and, 
therefore, every sort of office appliance that 
is of benefit is eagerly sought. Necessarily, 
the stenographic department comes in for a 
great deal of attention. 

The last decade has seen many important 
inventions, all tending to increase the out 
put of each stenographer, but there has 


been no development in this field that has 


proved to be more valuable than the intr: 
duction of the dictation machine.

They kept a careful record of all work 
turned out in a nine-hour day by their 
thirty operators 

It was found that these thirty operators 


transcribed upon an average fourteen cylin 


ders per day. The total amount of work 
turned out represented an average of 188 
letters per operator per day. Out of this 


enormous output only 18 letters were r 
turned for correction, thus indicating tha 
even if the speed pressure was great, the 
standard of the work turned out was very 
high. 

While this record may seem to be a trifle 
extreme, enough of these tests have been 
made to indicate that the use of the dicta- 
tion machine makes it possible practically 
to double the output of each stenographer. 

A man at the head of a large plumbing 
establishment in New York was recently 
asked his opinion of this machine system 
of dictation. He said in part, “Asking a 
man who has once tried this method as to 
his opinion in regard to its practicability 
and efficiency, is like asking a man’s opin- 
ion on the telephone, the electric light; 
electric-cars as against horse-cars; railroads 


as against stages; stenography as agains 


longhand writing.”

Many stenographers have been interview- 
ed recently regarding their attitude towards 
the machine system, and in innumerable 
cases they expressed their hostility in 
strong terms and declared they would 
never try one of these machines. 

This prejudice on the part of the stenog- 


rapher is the result of a very short-sighted 


business policy There is no field of de- 
velopment in the average business house 


that offers a greater opportunity to the 
stenographer than the adoption of this sys 
tem, as it will enable her to increase her 
output materially, and necessarily her value 
to the concern rises in proportion. 

A good example of the actual effect the 
installation has upon the stenographer’s 
advancement is shown by the following 
incident 

About three years ago the president of a 
large publishing house in New York City 
became convinced that the adoption of 
these machines would greatly aid them in 
the prompt execution of their daily corre 
spondence Several dictating machines 
were installed on a trial basis. Immediately 
protests arose from every stenographer, 
with one exception. This exception was 
their best stenographer, a girl of unusual 
capabilities, and several years’ experience, 
who possessed an inquiring turn of mind 
Being always interested in new business 
methods she took up the proposed system 


with avidity. 


Her work from the first was turned out 
with dispatch and accuracy The rest of 
the stencgraphic department, knowing that 
the machines had been installed on a trial 


basis only, used them in a very perfunctory 


manner, and, naturally, made many inex- 


cusable errors. Their reason r this indif- 
ferent attitude was that they believed if the 
new system was a failure the old form of 
stenographic dictation would be restored. 
The president of this organization, being 


r 


deeply interested in the results of this trial, 


kept careful watch of the girl who was 
turninz out good work under the new 
method At the end of the trial period the 
machines were purchased and the stenog- 
raphers were informed that as these ma- 
chines had proved their value they would 


i 
be retained as a part of the office equip- 
ment, and if they wished to remain with 
the house they would have to make an ef- 
fort to learn how to use these machines 
properly.

A New Twine Cutter. 

The Thorp & Martin Typewriter Com 
pany of Boston, Mass., are introducing a 
new twine cutter and container. The cut 
ter itself is made of steel, highly nickel- 
plated and polished. The blade is of the 
hardest blued steel and is set in the cutter 
with a steel spring behind it in such a way 
that when the twine is shoved into the cut 
ting slot the knife gives slightly against 
the pressure of the twine. The result is 
that instead of the user being obliged to 
exert sufficient strength directly against the 
edge of the knife to cut the twine, only 
enough pressure is needed to place the 
twine in the cutting slot. The twine begins 
to cut at the top of the blade and grad- 
ually cuts through before it reaches the bot 
tom of the cutting slot by the pressure of 
the spring behind the blade. The blade, 
because of this cutting principle, remains 
sharp and efficient for a long time, because 
the cutting of the twine is accomplished

OUR months of European warfare will 
soon be behind us now. Once more 
the note with regard tc the general 

trade and industry of the United Kingdom 
can be couched in cheerful terms. The 
moratorium came to an end without oc- 
casioning any financial disasters although 
during its continuance it certainly pressed 
heavily upon manufacturers who had no 
cash business to relieve them and who fre- 
quently found themselves short of the 
money required to pay wages. That is all 
over now and a brighter note prevails. The 
flotation of the immense war loan of 
£1,750,000,000 which took place in the week 
this letter is being written was a huge suc- 
cess and showed that people could have 
money to invest and be patriotic at the same 
time. The loan was covered in a few days 
so far as £1,250,000,000 of it was concerned, 
the other £500,000,000 having been arranged 
for before issue. The rush to invest was 
so great that no single application was con- 
sidered for less than £500. 

With regard to the staple industries of 
the country, even cotton, the most de- 
pressed department, is beginning to revive 
slightly, the rounding up of the Emden and 
the Koenigsberg specially helping in this 
direction, our cotton trade being especially 
an export on The immensely helping in- 
fluence of war orders continues to benefit 
whole groups of industries outside those 
directly concerned with the making of arms 
and ammunition. The woolen trade, for ex- 
ample, is still as busy as it can be, day and 
night work frequently ruling in the mills 

Turning to unemployment figures the 
ratio is still falling. The percentage of un- 
empla yed workpeople in the trades compul- 
sorily insured against unemployment, name- 
ly, building, works of construction, engi- 
neering, shipbuilding, vehicle making, etc., 
tor November 13 was 3.85 per cent, com- 
pared with 4.50 a month earlier and 3.84 per 
cent at the same date in last year—prac- 
tically a return to normal. These figures 
relate to the whole of the United Kingdom 
and include all unemployed workmen in the 
insured trades. As regards the uninsured 
trades the number of men and women on 


the registers of the labor exchanges (state-

Apropos of that 
a case was heard recently in the city of Lon- 
don court when the Swift Typewriter Com- 
pany sued a London buyer for $35 for a 
Swift supplied and not paid for. It was ap- 
parently given in exchange for two older 
machines of another make and in the end 
the buyer complained that the machine 
supplied was a German one, and not an 
\merican. It was agreed that the Swift was 
assembled in this country but the parts 
were all made in Germany. Although called 
a Swift here, it was really a Stoewer ma- 
chine. In the end the case was settled by 
the buyer being given a No. 10 Remington 
instead of the objected to Swift. The judge 
said that no doubt the Swift Typewriter 
Company here had paid the Germans for 
the machines before the war began and 
therefore their customers might reasonably 
now pay them, Only it there was a chance 
of the money going to Germany now should 
payment for the machines be refused.

profit to the King’s enemies.” 

This statement, displayed in large type, 
was followed by assertions to the effect 
that Onoto pens have been produced spe- 
cially to replace every brand of Waterman 
pen and people were naturally set talking. 
A few days went by and then the Water- 
man pen replied with almost equally large 
advertisements headed'“No profit to the 
King’s enemies.” Then followed a letter to 
the trade signed by L. G. Sloan, addressed 
from the old Waterman building, Koh-i- 
noor House, Kingsway, London. In large 
type it read as follows: 

“T am sorry that Thomas de la Rue & 
Co., Ltd., should have thought it consistent 
with their dignity or sense of fairness to 
enter upon what they,call an ‘advertising 
campaign’ of such a_ kind. I gratefully 
acknowledge the numberless communica- 
tions I have received from the trade, stat- 
ing for the most part their opinion of 
such procedure. The advertisement and 
circular De La Rue & Co. have issued in- 
dicate that the profit madé by the sale of 
the Waterman pens goes into the pockets 
of alien enemies. They know that the pen 
is manufactured by the L. E. Waterman 
Company, an American concern. It is the 
Waterman Company which receives the 
profit, except such as result from the dis- 
count or allowance made to their sole 
agents here, L. & C. Hardtmuth, Ltd. This 
is a well known company, incorporated ac- 
cording to the law of this country, in which 
I, myself, am largely interested, and whose 
employes are all British, numbering about 
one hundred, many of whom are now fight- 
ing for their country. Moreover, whilst the 
Hardtmuth family, Austrian subjects, are 
interested as shareholders, not a penny 
piece has been paid to them since the war, 
or will be paid to them in respect of divi- 
dends or otherwise, until Austria and our- 
selves are at peace. How, therefore, is it 
true to say that ‘every pen sold means 
profit to the King’s enemies’? The rights of 
the L. E. Waterman Company cannot be 
permitted to be thus interfered with, and 
to avoid all such question the existing con- 
tract between them and the L. & C. Hardt- 
muth Co., Ltd., has been cancelled. The 
fJoard of the L. E. Waterman Company, 
having appointed me their sole agent, I 
have arranged ‘tc take over their agency 
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and I shall henceforth carry it in my own 
name and on my own behalf.” 

The reply of the De La Rue Company was 
to the effect that they claim a victory in 
putting Hardtmuths out of business, and 
that they agree with L. G. Sloan, that the 
two pens should now fight it out on their 
own merits. 

In typewriter circles there are few names 
more widely known or more universally re- 
spected than that of Frank Trevoe, special 
representative for the Eastern Hemisphere 
of the Underwood Typewriter Company. 
For over thirty years his dominating per- 
sonality has made him an outstanding fig- 
ure in the typewriter trade, and it may 
safely be said that his circle of friends ex- 
tends to almost every country where type- 
writing machines are known. 

Of recent years much of Mr. Trevoe’s 
time has been devoted to the development 
of Underwood interests in practically every 
country outside the American continent, and 
his success is largely due to his genial 
personality and inborn kindliness, with the 
rare gift of handling even the most insig- 
nificant detail with the acme of diplomacy 

For some time the state of Mr. Trevoe’s 
health gave rise to a certain amount of con- 
cern to his many admirers, but we are in a 
position to state that he has now com- 
pletely recovered and is enjoying a meas- 
ure of health better than anything he has 
experienced for some years. As the out- 
come of his illness he has unfortunately 
been permanently deprived of his eyesight. 
To most men this would present an in- 
superable difficulty in the conduct of busi- 
ness, but not so to anyone endowed with 
the indomitable will and zeal of Mr. Trevoe. 
The universal expression of sympathy from 
all parts of the world was a source of great 
comfort and solace to Mr. Trevoe, and it is 
our pleasant duty to convey to his numer- 
ous friends his cordial and appreciative 
thanks.

He 
was one of the earliest manufacturers to 
take up the making of loose leaf devices, 
having manufactured post binders and cat- 
alogue binders as early as 1890. With ad 
mirable prescience he continued the study 
of the loose leaf proposition, working con- 
stantly on inventions of his own, while at 
the same time caring for his growing busi 
ness and superintending the sale of his reg- 
ular lines and of the special devices for 
which he found his market constantly en 
larging 

In 1897 Mr. Miller invented and patented 
what is said to be the first roundback loose 
leaf ledger, and in January, 1905, he 
originated the present pattern of steel back 
ledgers which have become practically a 
staple commodity among loose leaf manu 
facturers. He began marketing this style 
of ledger early in 1906. 

Mr. Miller’s efforts in devising and de 
veloping loose leaf devices have been most 
fruitful He has taken out a cons 
number of patents applying to the manu 
facture of loose leaf metals and devices 
Many of these patents, such as the flexible 
post record binder, permitting perfectly 


upening loose leaf record books, are said 


to be unique in the loose leaf field. It is 
said that before the invention of this book, 
perfectly flat opening books of this charac 


ter had never been achieved 


Mr. Miller’s original patents are said to 
cover automatic ledger binders with special 
locking features. The patents mentioned 
are but a few of the ones which have been 
granted to him, his work in the field having 
been characterized by great versatility and 
by the eminently practical nature of his in- 
ventions 

It was not many years after his entrance 


into the field of blank book manufacturing 


before Mr Miller recognized the fact that 
the products of his inventive genius would 
one day become the printipal asset of the 
business and that the regular blank book 
department would have to assume a sec 
ondary place This tendency had become 


so evident by 1904 that in November of

president Since that time he has evoted 
himself exclusively to the manufacture of

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FURTHER POINTS REGARDING CAR- 
BON PAPERS. 


Probable Effects of European Conflict 
Upon Ribbon and Carbon Paper Prod- 
ucts Further Discussed. 


HE letter given below from one of 

the leading carbon paper manufac- 

turers is supplementary to the arti- 
cle which was published in the November 
number of this magazine, and adds some 
further thoughts and suggestions to the 
points there outlined. 

The following letter from R. S. Moore 
of the Ault & Wiborg Company will be of 
interest to the trade: 

“It is a well-known fact that approxi- 
mately 80 per cent of the raw materials en- 
tering into the manufacture of ribbons and 
carbons come from abroad; a very large 
percentage of this imported material comes 
from Germany. There is no question in 
the world but what raw materials that 
manufacturers have had to buy during the 
past few months have cost them from 20 
per cent to 300 per cent more than they 
paid under normal conditions. Even the 
small percentage of domestic raw material 
has also gone up in price from 10 per cent 
to 40 per cent. Ribbons and carbons are 
now a staple commodity, and under nor- 
mal conditions, have been selling all the 
way along the line at a very small margin 
of profit, and should be, therefore, as sus- 
ceptible to increased cost of raw material 
as any other staple commodity. The pre- 
sumption is, therefore, that if a manufac- 
turer under the peculiar conditions pertain- 
ing at present does not have to raise his 
prices, he has been selling his goods at 
too large a profit when normal conditions 
prevailed. 

“The present war looks as though it is 
going to be a fight to the finish, and un- 


doubtedly is going to last for a good many * 


months to come. It is true that certain 
small lots of colors and other raw mate- 
rials are being received in this country, but 
the volume of this materia! is not nearly up 
to normal receipts, and higher freight and 
insurance rates, together with a supply less 
than the actual demand, keeps the prices 
up on all of this material considerably 
above normal. Under these exceptional 
conditions, we cannot see how prices can 
be expected to go back to anywhere near 
normal until the war has been over for 
quite a long time. 

“We have seen certain instances where 
manufacturers have endeavored to cheapen 
their product in order to maintain old 
prices. This, however, is risky business and 
a policy that the customer undoubtedly will 
condemn. 

“It seems reasonable to suppose that, as 
the war progresses, the lines about either 
one side or the other will be more closely 
drawn, and it will be more difficult for the 
losing nation or nations to make up and 
export materials they manufacture, and we 
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certainly will be inconvenienced later on 
to a still greater extent on this account. 
Raw materials for ribbons and carbons 
come from England, France and Germany.

Under the, circumstances, 
therefore, it seems as though each manu- 
facturer must determine in his own mind 
who is going to win, and make preparations 
for the future and conduct his business 
larzely along the lines of that decision. In 
view of the fact that it would take a great 
many months for the United States or any 
other nation to build and equip plants to 
vroperly dye stuffs and their by-products. 
it certainly looks as though prices will, of 
a necessity, have to remain somewhat 
higher until European affairs are settled.”

as The Dorsey Printing Company, with a 
capital stock of $10,000. With the increased 
capital the company was better able to 
meet the demands made upon it by an en- 
larged and constantly growing business, as 
well as to take advantage of the opportuni- 
ties offered by an advancing and growing 
community. 

Under _ the same management that 
zuided the firm from its inception, the 
company has continued to grow until it 
has become one of the largest and most 
favorably known concerns of its kind in 
the entire country. 

By untiring efforts and persistent en- 
deavor the firm again outgrew its capac- 
ity, and it was deemed advisable to in- 
crease the capital of the company and this 
resulted in the reorganization under the 
name of The Dorsey Company. Its prod- 
ucts include lithographing, engraving on 
stone, steel, copper and every known 
method of engraving; manufacturing 
books, stationery, bank, office and court 
house fixtures; with its many warehouses 
and supplementary stores, it became al- 
most a million dollar concern. The strain, 
however, was too great, and though it did 
not wreck the company, it unquestionably 
brought about the death of Jas. A. Dorsey. 


Mr. Dorsey was identified with nearly 
every enterprise, both locally and nation- 
ally, that had for its object the uplifting 
of intelligence and the development of 
right business relations amongst the craft 
and was a pioneer in establishing trade 
ethics that have become the unwritten laws 


of business government. 


Mr. Dorsey had not been in good health 
since January, 1914, at which time he was 
stricken with nervous prostration, occa- 
sioned probably by the excess cares which 
he chose to carry himself, and for practi- 
cally ten months had been engaged in re- 
gaining his health and appeared to be im- 
proving rapidly, when he was suddenly at- 
tacked by an apoplectic stroke, which took 
him away at Battle Creek, Michigan, on 
the 2lst day November, 1914. His body 
was returned to his home at Dallas, where 
his friends and family gathered sorrowfully 


to render their last sad devotions. 


Mr. Dorsey was not only one of the fore- 
most stationers, lithographers and printers, 
but he was also recognized as a leader in 
commercial, social and fraternal circles. He 
participated largely in the city’s advance- 
ment, was a member of the Masonic and 
other fraternal orders, and was highly es- 
teemed by all who knew him. 

The business he left as a monument will 
continue under the management of the 
company’s directors, guided by the _ re- 
maining brother, Henry Dorsey, whose 
ability has successfully overcome the dan- 
gers that threatened to damage the big 


business they jointly launched.

The crossfooter now shows the new bal- 
ance which is written in the balance column 
and as it is written it adds vertically in the 
balance column register, and automatically 
clears the crossfooter. Four amounts have 
been written as quickly, as easily and with 
no more mental effort than if a_ steno- 
grapher has typed the four amounts in one 
line on her correspondence typewriter, yet 
this wonderful machine has added in four 
separate vertical columns and crossfooted, 
added and subtracted, calculated crosswise, 
balanced and proved the work. 

Other similar entries can be made to 
other ledger accounts without removing 
pages from the binder. The proof sheet or 
journal containing a duplicate copy of all 
entries to all accounts posted, may be taken 
off of the flat machine surface as chrono- 
logical evidence of what had been posted to 
accounts in different parts of the ledger.

The 
crossfooter in the above case started opera- 
tion in cubic feet units and finished in dol- 
lars and cents value, and when the operator 
has finished a run of postings the column 
adding registers show totals of all the cubic 
feet units and dollars and cents value col- 
umns—eight of them in all. 





Suppose one has a sheet twenty-four 
inches wide and nearly as long, containing 
a statement of business operations, showing 
in total the sales and expenses by depart- 
ments and for thirty-six branch stores. 
There is a line for each branch store. First 
is written the name of the store, followed 
by nineteen columns of figures, some to be 
added, some to be subtracted, and in the 
twentieth column is shown the net profit 
or loss for that particular store. In an in- 
stance such as the above the crossfooter 
computed the gain or loss of each store as 


the figures were compiled and totaled in 
columns, so that when the sheet was com- 
pleted the work had all been done me- 
chanically, easily and rapidly at one oper- 
ation. The total sales and expenses for all 
stores were shown by departments. The 
general management could tell at a glance 
the relative work of each branch store; 
could tell what particular departments of 
the business as a whole were the least 
profitable; could compare each store’s re- 
sults by departments with the average of 
all stores for that department. In a similar 
way information about sales organizations, 
factory production and expense, profit and 
loss statements, statements of 
and liabilities may easily be completed at 
one operation of the crossfooter.

IMPORTANT LOOSE LEAF DECISION 


Long Litigation on Ring 


Book Patent 


Reaches 


Conclusion in U. S. Court. 


FTER six years in the courts the case 
A of the Irving-Pitt Manufacturing 

Company of Kansas City, Mo., vs. the 
McMillan Book Company of Syracuse, N. Y., 
was decided on Dec. 5, in favor of the plain- 
tiffs, the Irving-Pitt Manufacturing Com- 
pany, by Judge John C. Rose of the United 
States Circuit Court for the Southern Dis- 
trict of New York. The suit was one for the 
infringement of patent No. 778,070 owned by 
the plaintiff, who complained that the de- 
fendant company had infringed their patent 
by the manufacture and sale of devices known 
as McMillan price books and McMillan memo 
books. 

The court held that the infringement was 
proved and that plaintiff is entitled to an in- 
junction and accounting. 

In view of this decision, the Irving-Pitt 
Manufacturing Company has just sent the 
following notice to the trade: 

“Gentlemen: 

“We desire to inform you that a decision 
of the United States Circuit Court, Southern 
District of New York (Judge John C. Rose), 
dated December 5, 1914, broadly sustains our 
patent No. 778,070, and holds as infringements 
the books manufactured by the McMillan 
Book Co., of Syracuse, New York, commonly 
known as McMillan Price Books and Mc- 
Millan Memo Books, and holds that we are 
entitled to an injunction and _ accounting 
against McMillan Book Co., together with 
costs. 

“Claim 1 of this patent reads: 

“1. In a device of the character de- 
scribed, a plurality of interlocking hook- 
carrying plates adapted to hold the hooks 
in an open or closed position, a spring 
plate engaging the hook plates and adapt- 
ed to secure them from accidental move- 
ment when the hooks are in an open or 
closed position, and means for reliably 
holding the hook plates and the spring 
plate together.’ 

“This is to warn all dealers against the 
further sale of infringing devices. 

“Because of the fact that this claim has 
been so broadly infringed, we suggest that you 
employ competent counsel and assure your- 
self that the devices sold by you are not in- 
fringements. 

“We propose to protect our rights from 
further infringements of the above named 
patent, by either manufacturers or dealers.
